1 . This Office Action is in response to the telephone interview with Applicant's 
Representative Rouget F. Henschel on 10/07/2009. The substance of the interview is 
addressed in section 5 below. 

2. Claims 1 - 3, 48 - 51 , 57 - 60, 64 - 94 and 97 are pending. 

Claims 64 - 93 stand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to nonelected Inventions. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 05/21/2008. 

Claims 1 - 3, 48 - 51 , 57 - 60, 94 and 97 are under consideration.

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Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

Upon reconsideration in view of Applicant's arguments presented in a telephone 
interview with the Examiner on 10/07/2009, the instant claims are deemed to be 
patentably distinct from the claims of Applications 10/257,477 (now Patent No. 
7,579,170) and 11/517,525 (now Patent No. 7,541,029), for the following reasons: The 
instant claims are directed to a method of making antibodies which do not bind or bind 
only weakly to FcgammaRIIIA, whereas the claims of the Patents are directed to 
methods wherein the recited antibodies preferentially bind to FcgammaRIII. Therefore, 
the rejection of record on the ground of non-statutory double patenting has been 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1-3,48- 51, 57 - 60, 94 and 97 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest the claimed method of preparing 
antibodies.
